results need be feared frora scarlet, yel- 
ow or other fevers—proper care 
taken, of course, Reno is not a clean 
;own. By that we incau that the cleaa- 
iness above alluded to is not universally 
observed. Back alleys and door yards 
ire too often made tho receptacles of 
all kinds of filth, where it is allowed 
:o rot and breed all manner of pestilence. 
Fortunately the wind is n great scaven- 
ger, aud does not permit the corrupted 
air to remain contaminated. A mutual 
dependence demands that wo keep onr 
surroundings clean, 
next to godliness."
